Mayor’s Court.—Lizzie Alston was 
arrested yesterday at the instance of 


Julia Stuart, all colored, charged with 
larceny. Julia Stewart’s house was 
broken open Friday before Christmas 
and numerous articles of jewelry and 
clothing taken therefrom. Yesterday 
the prosecutor found on the defendant 
a pair of ear-rings, which she says were 
hers, and taken at the time of the 
heuse-breaking. The investigation 
was thorough and protracted, being 
conducted on behalf of the prosecution 
by T. M. Argo, Esq., and on beball of 
the defence by Judge D. G. Fowle. 
The ownership of the ear-rings was not 
denied by the defence, but the larceny, 
by the defendant, was. The State soon 
abandoned thejlarceny count, and relied 
simply on the court charging the r- 
ceiving of stolen goods. The investiga- 
tion developed facts which created sus- 
picion that the dcfendant’s sister, Louisa 
Alston, was the thief; and at the te 
quest of the counsel for the prosecution, 
the judgment in Lizzie Alston’s case 
was suspended ’till after inquiry should 
be made into Louisa’s case. Louisa 
was thereupon taken into custody, and 
an investigation had. The mother 
swore that she bought the ear-rings 
from a girland presented them to her 
daughter Lizzie. There was no positive 
contradictory evidence, but simply cir- 
cumstantial, and not of a very con- 
vincing character.

maiter should be mailed without such 
full prepayment, by sec. 162 of the pos- 
tal code, the Postmaster at the office oi 
delivery must chargeand coliect double 


the prepaid rates. The Post Office 
Department in a circular requires 
Postmasters to carefully observe 


the following instructions, based en the 
amendments to the one hundred and 
thirty-third section of the new postai 
law: Packages of seeds, roots, bulbs 
and scions, not exceeding fuur pounds 
in weight, are to be mailed at a prepaid 
postage of 1 cent for each two ounces 
or fraction of an ounce. Said packages 
must be put up so that the contents can 
be readily examined without destroying 
the wrappers. Sealed bags, mgde of 
material sufficiently transparent to show 
the contents clearly without opening, 
may be used for such matter. This, as 
well as ail other third-class mail matter, 
must be fully prepaid by postage-stamps 
offixed, otherwise the same shall not be 
forwarded.
